THE ASSEMBLY. 


Messrs. McCauley, Maloney and Tims, 
M. L. A’s, returned from their attendance 
at the session of the Northwest assembly on 
Monday avening. The session was a most 
interesting one for a number of reasons. 
Amendments preliminary to the consolida- 
tion of the ordinances made the legislative 
work heavier than usaal; the revenue to 
be dealt with was larger than ever before, 
the »eport on theadministration cf North- 
west law in the Yukon was received from 
the speciai commissioner of the government; 
a redistribution bill bpceensing the repre- 
sentation ws passed; and last .but not 
least it was the session immediately pre- 
ceeding a general election. Business was 
concluded on Saturday, the 17th, but the 
formal prorogation did not take place until 
Monday. There was no evidence during 
session of an attempt or desire to divide 
the assembly on Dominien party lines ; and 
the Haultain-Ross government retained its 
hold upon the confidence of the assembly. 
Criticism was offered chiefly by Dr, Brett, 
Banff. and D. Mowat, Regina. The latter 
made a strong attempt‘at adverse eriticism 
of the efforts of the government at improv- 
ing communication with the Peace and 
Liard river regions ; but the opposition was 
not general. Dr. Brett endorsed the ex- 
penditure, ard the item in the estimates 
passed without a vote. 


G, H. V. Bulgea, M. L. A., for Sotth 
Qu’Appelle, and special commissioner to the 
Yukon, made a most interesting report on 
Saturday, the 17th. He specifically charg- 
ed Major Walsh with having opposed him 
in every possible manner in his attempt to 


enforce the license law of the Northwest. | 


Eyen after he had compelled the houses 
which were selling liquor contrary to law 
to refrain, Major Walsh took the trouble to 
inform them that he would uphold them in 
set‘ing the law at defiance. 


Lieutenant-Governor Cameron was com- 
pelled by ill-health to leave Regina for 
Ontario before the close of the session.

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ELECTORAL DIVISIONS. 

The number of electoral districts in 
the Northwest Territories has been in- 
chee pan Qne new dis- 
trict giten i ny + ag iboia and 
dne in Northern Al The new 
Assiniboia district is named Grenfell, 
and is chiefly cut out of the former 
Wolseley district. The North Alberta 
district is Wetaskiwin, formed prin- 
cipally from the former Red Deer dis- 
trict, but taking also part of Edmonton 
and Victoria. 

The new Wetsskiwin district is 
bounded on the south by. the south 
liné of township 42, on the north by 
the north line of of township 49, on 
the east by the east line of range 5, 
west 4th, and on the west by the 
British Columbia boundary. The 
south boundary crosses the C. & E, line 
at Morningside siding, about half way 
between Ponoka and Lacombe stations, 
and the north line crosses just north of 
Ledué étation, The stations of Ponoka, 
Wetaskiwin and Leduc are in the aew 
district and the eastern settlements of 
Red Deet lake, Battle river and Bit- 
tern lake. 

Edmonfon district is now bouuded 
on the south by the south line of town- 
ship 50, 0n the north by the central 
east-and-west line in township 53; on 
the east by the cast line of range 8, 
west 4th, and on the west by the B. C.

St. Albert and Victoria districts 
occupy the part of Alberta north 
of Edmonton district. The boundary 
between them is the Saskatchewan 
tiver from the north boundary of Ed- 
monton district to the line between 
ranges 20 and 21, west 4th meridian, 
thence north. 

By the new arrangement St. Albert 
loses the three northern tiers of sections 
in township 53 in ranges 25 and west ; 
and also the Lac la Biche settlement. 
It gains the three northern tiers of 
sections in township 53, range 24 and 
euch of the same tier in range 23 as 
ate north of the Saskatchewan river, 
being the northern part of Belmont 
settlement. Athabasca Landing re- 
mains a part of St. Albert district. 

Victoria loses Battle river and Beaver 
lake settlements, and gains the Lac la 
Biche settlement and the northern 
three tiers of sections in township 53, 
range 22, and in range 23 south of the 
Saskatchewan river, being the southern 
part of Agricola and the northern par: 
of Clover Bar settlements. 

Red Deer district is now bounded on 
the south by the south line of town- 
ship 34, on the north by the north 
line of township 41, on the east by the 
east line of range 11, and on the west 
by the B. C. boundary. Innisfail, Red 
Deer and Lacombe stations are in Red 
Deer, and the eastern settlements of 
Knee Hill and Buffalo lake.

McDOUGALL PASS. 

H. Anthony, of Edmonton, writes at 
Porcupine river, ucder date of July 
25th, 1898. 

Thinking perhaps you might care for 
a little information re the McDougall 
pass route to the Yukon, I send youa 
description of the Rat river and sum- 
mit, where there is really the only 
trouble'and work. 

The Peel river is left about 24 miles 
from the mouth, and 12 miles from 
Macpherson, for Huskie river (the 
westerly branch of the delta of Peel 
river) which we go do down about 20 
miles to the third movth of Rat river. 
The Rat river for the first 30 miles is 
dead water, which is rowed. Then 
the water is swift and shallow, the 
river epreading out into many channels, 
Water swift and shallow to the canon, 
above which it gets deeper, but with 
larger stones. A few miles above the 
canon it gets shallow again, and zon- 
tinues so to the forks, which are about 
15. miles from Summit lake. From the 
forks the river is shallow for about three 
tiles ; then deep to the lake. The 
portage is three-quarters of a mile leng 
with no hille, but soft and mossy, 
There is also another portage of about 
500 or 600 yards, which must be made 
in very low water. Four men with 
two small boats, say from 18 to 20 feet 
long, 36 inehes on bottom, can easily 
come up Rat river with 2,000 to 2,400

pounds. They will have to double and 
take one boat ata time in the rapids, 
which is the way we gotup. It is 
slow work but dead sure. Quite a nut- 
ber of men turned back from above. the 
5th or 6.h rapid, as their boats were 
too large. They went back to Mac- 
pherson and took the 90 mile portage 
to La Pierre’s house. We hear that 
all of the new comers are taxing the 
long portage; in fact we met some 0 
them on Bell river. Even though Rat 
river should get too low to navigate, 
there is a much shorter portage than 
than the one they are all taking. For 
the first 30 miles of Rat river there is 
any amount of water, From there a 
portage can be made ir three or four 
hours that cuts off about 12 miles of 
river, and from there I am certain it is 
not more than 25 miles to the forks. 
In all 1 think there would be a 30 
mile portage, and the boats could be 
taken by river in four or five days. 
from the forks up the river is O. K. 
The river or creek running from the 
summit to Bell river is fairly good. 
Deep water most of the way with a 
few shoal, swift places. The Bell is a 
very quiet stream ; very little current. 
We rowed and sailed to the mouth 
(junction with Porcupine) in four days. 

The Porcupine is about the size of 
the Saskatchewan. In the Ramparts 
there are a few swift places ; but as 
yet we have found nothing but what 
can be run with a raft. We calculate 
we are now about 40 miles from Fort 
Yukon, which place we should reach 
to-morrow. Capt. Segers’ party are 
about five days ahead of us. Lang- 
worthy and two of his party are ahead. 
Geo. Purches, F. Jenner, A. S. Weekes 
and A. Schaefer, all of Edmonton, are 
with us. Pilon, E. St. Jean, Louis 
Lamoureux and Verro, are ahead of us. 
I send you a sketch of the Rat river 
and Summit lakes from the forks up. 
(The sketch accompanying is most inter- 
esting and valuable, but cannot be 
reproduced here.) 

Another letter dated from Fort 
Yukon on August 3rd accompanies. 
This will be published later. The 
letter came out by way of Saint 
Michael’s.

; Ed- | gates of a persecuted religious sect in 
And there is added the | Russia, arrived on Monday, accom- 


panied by Aylmer Maude, of Danbury, 
England, and C. Jones, of the immi- 
gration department, Winnipeg. The 
delegates are looking for a location 
for the immediate settlement of about 
3,000 of their co-religionists, 1,100 of 
whom are permitted to leave Russia 
within the next few months, penalties 
being “suspended for that period, and 
2,200 who are now in a condition re- 
sembling slavery, imposed because of 
their religious views. They propose 
visiting the Bearer lake district and 
returning to the railway at Wetaski- 
win. The emergency is so great that 
200 workmen of the sect are now on 
their way out to Canada to erect 
dwellings to be occupied by their 
brethern and families when they 
aarive later in the season. The sect 
known as Doukhobortsi, or spirit 
wrestlers, resemble the English quak- 
ers in their religious beliefs. It is 
because they dissent from the estab- 
lished Greek church and refuse mili- 
tary service that they are persecuted. 
The sect has heen in existence since 
the last century, and now numbers 
about 7,500 souls ; having been greatly 
reduced by deaths resulting from the 
harsh measures taken against them by 
the Russian authorities. They are 
located in several of the provinces of 


the Caucasus mountains. They are 
of Russian race. About 3,500 reside 
in the province of Kars. These are 


not in such distress as the others and 
do not need to remove as hurriedly. 
1,100 have already gone to Cyprus 
from another district. 1,100 in the 
district of Elizavetpoil are the orfes 
who have permission to leave Russia 
at once. The remainder are scattered 
individually and by families amongst 
the wild tribes of the Caucasus, as a 
punishment, their property having 
been confiscated. They are said to be 
honest, industrious, thrifty and moral, 
and rapidly become prosperous when- 
ever allowed the opportunity. They 
have the communal system. Mr. 
Maude, who was a merchant in Mos- 
cow, Russia,ffar many years, is in charge 
of the party from England. Prince 
Hilkoff is not a member of the sect, 
but belongs to another somewhat 
similar sect, for which offence he has 
been persecuted, in and finally exiled 
from, Russia.

DAIRY NOTES. 

C. Marker, manager of government 
creameries in Alberta, came in on 
Monday’s train on an inspection trip. 
The make of the Alberta creameries is 
being sold chiefly in Kootenay and in 
the coast cities of British Columbia. 
The make up to August Ist is mostly 
disposed of at about 18c at Calgary. 
The August make is quoted at 194c to 
20c. September make is quoted at 
2lc. The output of the creameries is 
greater than last yeat, although there 
has been considerable falling off in 
some quarters. It is the desire of the 
management to keep the creameries 
running as late in the season as pos- 
sible so that patrons may get the ad- 
vantage of the rising fall price for 
butter. Leduc skimming siation shows 
the most satisfactory increase. In 
August this statio.: handled 57,390 
pounds of milk, which made 2,368 
pounds of butter.

A DAW IN BORROWED FEATHERS. 


Merchants,and consumers cf butter, 
will doubtless be much interested in 
the facts recited in the following 
paragraph ; 

A merchant in a town in the 
Northwest Territories recently brought 
a 14 lb. pound box of fresh made 
butter from one of the Dominion gov- 
ernment creameries. He shipped it 
by express to a customer in the 
Kootenay district. Shortly afterward, 
the merchant received a letter from 
the customer, expressing regret that 
the butter was not good, and stating 
that it was being returned, in order 
that the merchant might for himeelf 
judge of its quality, (or lack of it). 

When the butter was received back 
by the merchant in the Northwest 
Territories, he, together with the 
government superintendent of creatm- 
eries, the butter maker, and the agent 
of the express company, made an ex- 
amination of it, and of the box con- 
taining it, with the result that the 
private marks on the box revealed the 
fact that that particular box had been 
packed at the government creamery 
in November, 1897 ; and that it had 
been shipped to Calgary and from 


thence to a firm in Vancouver in 1897. 


The box returned by the customer, 
was, upon examination, found to be 
lined with blue tissue paper, and the 
butter it contained was quite stale, 
off-color and unevenly packed ; while 
the rusty nail-holes in the lid and 
edges of the box showed plainly that | 
the lid had been removed and _ re-nail- 
ed several times. | 


The merchant laid a complaint at 
the offiee of the express company and | 
the case was taken up by the company. | 
Their investigation resulted in a re- | 
port that an exchange of boxes had | 
taken place by mistake on a steamer | 
carrying freight on one of the Koote- | 
nay lakes; and furthermore, that the | 
box returned by the customer had | 
been filled with dairy butter, pre | 
sumably at the coast: and shipped to 
the Kootenay country, without any 
attempt to remove the brand of the 
government creamery. It is said 
that the butter was strong enough to 
come out and do that itself; but its 
character had also been spoiled in 
Vancouver ceilars. —Com.
